It is a day ol' exr'ili'menl in Denio- 
ei-atle ciieles partic-ultirly, for Mayor 
Ciirlev is doin« IiIh utniosi to belittle llie 
eritieisni of Ids oiiponenls in the piiiu , 
partlciilai-lv loi-nu.r Senatm- .Jose|>ii .1. 
Mulhern, dirertui- ul re(,'islratlon lui- the 
J)omocra'ti<- State Committee, who luiii 
charged tiiat lie is lieini' 'tossed arovind" 
by the ('\u-lev fia-ees an<l thai tlie elec- 
tion deparlnient has sadly falleTi down In 
providing the proper faiilitics lor 
handiiiiK the reKlstration crowils. 

The mayor has h^en anxiooR to exceed 
<he hlKh-walcr mark of IJIID.IMIO .utained 
lor the election four years apro. and to 
that end has called np'm eitv employees 
to distribute leKislratlon cards in a 
]iouBe-t()-hou;-e canyass iiiul to bruit; all 
(lellnquentK to the ward registration 
places or to the CMly Hall Annex. There 
lias been a Htronk' response fioni t'iiy 
Hall trr thiij activity, nmre than -101) nu-ii 
and women l>einK enKUKcd for the las; 
iavr niRhts and perhaps more than that 
number today when the mayor directed 
that additional I'anynssers -.vlih busses 
and autonKfbiles be put to worl< in all 
parts of the city. 

On accoiiiu of liic storm there was a 
falling off in resislration .veaterday, the 
total niunber of new voters for the day 
belnp otily .■fliOl, niakln.i; a yfand total of 
i.'97.1l)7 this morninp:. Tli/< is 283.1 'ewer 
than the aoo.ono mark, but sa for behind 
the 310.0(111 lolal desired that tliere ap- 
peared to be littl,. llUelihooil of the sm'- 
ce.s.s the mayor had hoped. Yet, from 
the time the registration places opened 
this rnornliiK crowds were on hand to 
jeKlstec, and In numerous cases the lines 
stietchcd into the street. At t'lty Hall 
nineteen windows were opened to the 
thronK and up to late afternoon ".here 
had been no dimiinition of activity.

that no matter how many persons are 
attmepting to reeiater In the cloainff 
fcoura of toda.v the doors of the registra- 
tion places must close by law at 10 
P. M. But any Individual Inside the 
place of registration at th.it hour will 
ha.ve the oiijinrtiinity to obtain a place on 
the otTlcial list. The l.iw is similar to 
that on election day and, as the cliair- 
man said, is be.vond any question as to 
its validity. 

That there has been eMreiiie hitterness 
bel-ween llie I'urley organization and the 
Democratic, .stale Committee leaders 
over the methods ii.«ed in registration is 
fialent to the politicians. This billerness 
was Intensified when Tletii-y K. I.awlci". 
tho ma>'or's leader, cri'i -i/cd *b vernor 
Kly, former ,Senat(.»" Muiliern and .losepli 
A. Maynard. Governor lOly was charged 
by Mr. l.awler with having failed to pro- 
vide the assistance in rcMstrjition be bad 
promised. On the otlicr liand. according 
to tlie c.ritics, the ina\'or had not o^l,^• 
provided unoo for rental ;,iid tlie expenses 
of the Hotel Tornine headquarters, but 
bad done his utmost to attract a small 
army ot canvassers. Tinlay, the nia^'or 
would make no ctanment on the charges.

A rccord-brcakiiiK registration both 
in Boston and throughout the state

ardor of thousands of pro.spcctive voters. 
Campaign directors set a record of 
30.T.Ono volri-.s a.s their goal in the Bos- ' 
ton reftistrr.tion. The previous high 
mriik of 299,06(1 voters was reached in ' 
1928. 

Early today there were already 297,- ! 
17(1 names on the voting list here. 3261 I 
of whiih WW: added yesterday. And '■■ 
19 wind;)ws in tl-.c eifcuion department j 
riuarlers at. City Hall were crowded as I 
throngs hurried to K^t under the -wire. 
To funher aid the regis I fat ion. of- 
ficials decided that all person.s within 
a registration booth by JO o'clock to- 
night will be regi.stcrcd. Formerly all 
registration stoppcfl prcinptly at 10 
P. M. 

Chairman Jo.seph A. Maynard of the 
Domnciatlc state committee declared 
his belief that there would Ixi a rec- 
ord registration tliraighout the sfjite. 
alMimi.ch he estimated that .some 25.000 
would be kept from registering by the 
heavy rainfall.

"Unfortunately, however, as in th« 
case of the most recent flsgrantly ex- 
cessive awai-d-the taking of tho Fetteo 
I'lrccl on North st-the Finance Com- 
mission has not been able to dlsclosa 
the facts before the award has been 
made. The reason for this )s due in 
the nirlho<l Avhich the special statut* 
autboiizuig the construction of tha 
Fast Boston trafbc tunnel permits the 
Transit Commission to follow in ac- 
quiring land it considers necessarv.

"The Commis.iion desires to repeat 
its belief that the city is under no 
obligation to pay assessed value or 
nn>re for a parcel when the real owner 
who has paid taxes at that rate lias 
sold his rigttR to the property for a 
fractional part of the assessed value.'

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Smith Commands a Mighty Following Here; 
To Swing It to Roosevelt is Another Matter 



By ROBERT CHOATE 

It is an old political maxim that a 
man may get millions of votes for him- 
self, but he can rarely shift them to 
somebody else. If It were possible for 
:one man to set up a dynasty simply by 
reason of his o\va popularity it would 
have been done here and elsewhere in 
these United States long since. The 
carrying on of a political machine Is 
jdone through the cflicicncy of the ma- 
'chine Itself rather than through the 
popularity of one of its members. 

It is for this reason that I doubt If 
Al Smith'b visit to Boston will very 
much affect the result in this state. Ad- 
mitting that Mr. Smith is the idol of 
a vast nimrbcr of Democrats and a not 
inconsiderable number of Republicans, 
lor that matter; admitting the manner 
In which he fathoms the psychology of 
the multitude, admitting his personal 
(Charm, the brcoziness and effectiveness 
(of his manner of presenting campaign 



arguments; admitting the radiance oi i 
the most winning political personality 
of this day and age, I still feel that the 
most that Mr. Smith may have done is 
to have hauled into line a few of hls^ 
wavering admirers. 

The men and women who went down 
the line for Smith in 1928 could hr.rdly 
have failed to catch the significance of 
his allusion to the Chicago conven- 
tion In practical politics the man who , 
• is not for you is against you. When 
'smith stated "I wa.s not satisfied with 
that Chicago convention. I know mat 
vou were not satisfied,- what did he 
really mean' What was the bitter piU 
he had had to swallow? 

DISSATISHEI) WITH SWITtU 
The answer is perfectly plain. Mr. 
Smith was not satisfied with the .switch, 
brought about by W. R. Hearst, en- 
gineered by Mayor Curley, and executed 
bv representatives of the greatest in- 
tolerance again.st him, William Gibbs 
McAdoo and John Nance Garner. 
When Mr. Smith in his Newark speech, 
condemned the bigotrj- practised by 
Iho Republican party in the 1928 cam- 
oalgn he was not aiming so nnicb at 
the bigotry of northern Republicans , 
becau.se admittedly there was less of 
that sort of vileness here than any- 
where else. The people against whom 
the smith -spear was most directly 
launched were the very southr .states, 
which form the backg.ound of the 
present Roosevelt strength. 

Al smith, by all rights, ought to be 
the Democratic candidate. By his 
courage, his forcefulnes.s, his plain un- 
derstandable statements. Smith turned 
the prohibition tide. If he had not 
wn the Democratic candidate in 1928. 
it Js very doiibtful if the Urys would 
be eo utterly routed as they appear to 



be today. It was Smith and Raskob and 
Jouett Shouse, who set out to give the 
Democratic party a place in the sun, 
who never failed to place Mr. Hoover 
in the worse light rather than the 
better, who started that Democratic 
organization which is today functioning 
tor Roosevelt. This three years of 
groundwork has been tremendously ef- 
fective. Their a.ssiduous efforts are 
largely responsible today for a situation 
where Mr. Hoover has to re-sell himself 
to the country. From the viewpoint of 
Republicans it may be unfortunate; 
but it is neverlhcless pracfiral politics. 

KIGHTFl LI.Y THE C ANDUJATE 

Mr. Smith was rightfully the Demo- ; 
cratic standard bearer in 19,32. What j 
is the record? He was prcventec! from \ 
getting the 1924 nomination by Mc- j 
Adoo and southern Democrats. He got 
the 1928 nomination because he could 
not be stopped, but he was defeated in 
the ele<-tion largely bi-cau.se ot the 
group which McAdoo .so well represents 
and hecau';e .<cniithern .states which liad 
not gone Kepuoucan since me civu war, 

left him flat. 

Since the election of Mr. Hoover, Al 
Smith has been not only the titular 
head of his party but he has been 
its living, breathing embodiment. Now 
we may a.sk who stopped Smith at the 
Chicago convention? William Randolph 
Hearst, William Gibbs McAdoo, and 
John Nance Garner of Texas. 

Hearst was the man who attempted 
to kill Smith in New York. IvIcAdoo wa* 
the man who killed Smith's chances to 
1924. It was Gamer who kiii.;d Smith 
off in the Chicago convention, for, had 
the deadlock gone two more ballots, 
had McAdoo not announced the Gam«\« 
Hearst deal, Roosevelt would never hav^ 
been the nominee of that convention. 

It is small wonder then that Mr. 
Smith, in hLs Baston speech, said that 
he "was not .satisfied with that Chicago 
convention. I know that you were not 
satisfied," As a party man he went 
down the line as he lias gone down the 
line for his friends always. Btit behind 
his dissatisfaction I believe there -was ti 
hurt which he cannot disclose and 
Ich his friends are not likely to for- 
; t while they remain his friend.s. 

To hear Mr. Smith over the radio, 
TI read hLs .speeches, to witness the ad- 
niration which Boston can bastow on 
him is to leave no doubt in any fair 
mind that he has a most marvelous 
1 ?ra p on a tremendously large number 
of pt'ople in this county'. When one 
stops to cons dec the position that Al 
Smith occupii^s today in American pub- 
lic life one cannot be but thankful that 
he is here to prevent demagogues an<H 
blather.skitcs from making the Demo- 
cratic party the party of discontent and 
i-evolution. If Al Smith's energies wera 
directed in any other channel than that 
In which they are directed today w» 



mignt well .see class arrayed against 
class; section against section, and md- 
icalLsm rampant. 

DEVASTATING ATTACKS 

If he were willing to foresake <*ie 
principles for which he has always 
stood to gain momentarj' favor. In the 
manner of politicians, by promising the 
impossible, by arousing 'tho.se emotions 
unworthy of decent jieople, he could 
probably have snatched the Democratle 
nomination away from Roosevelt and 
have walked into the White House. In- 
stead it is Smith who has made the 
most devastating attacks on the Demo- 
cratic nominee, who has warned him 
of demagoguery, of insincerity, aad 
whose managers at the Chicago con- 
vention accused Roo.sevelt of being a 
weakling. No Reptibllcan has gone to 
such limits. 

It is because of the position in which 
Mr. Smith has been placed in this cam- 
paign that thousands nf Democrats, 
e.specially in ,Mas.sachusetts, will go 
t.'irough for the local ticket but chokS; 
in voting for Mr. Roosevelt. It is for, 
this reason that tlie Socialist party 
will poll the highest vote in its history. 
Even the Literary Digest figures show 
that Norman 'I'homas, Socialist candi- 
date, is polling 5 per cent, of the total 
vote.

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Registration Gains Raise Republican Hopes; 
Interest Keen in Roosevelt Visit Tomorrow

Confidential reports rcreived from i 
many sections nf the commonwealth 
by Amos L. Taylor, chairman of the , 
Republican state committee, have con- ■ 
vinced him boyoiid question that his ! 
workers deriveci the more benefit from ^ 
the fall reRislraiion drive, in spite of 
the fact that the Democrats received 
the more advertising. 

He has prepared a chart which eon- 
tains rejiorts from every city and town 
in the state, and the statistics con- 
tained therein have been extremely 
gratifying to him. If they are accurate, 
as he has evei-y reason to believe they 
are, they iiidicat<> an undercurrent of 
RepubUcan Interest in the election that 
has not been capitalized. 

For instance, the city of Bo.^^ton 
placed 67.313 new voters on the list. 
Of this total. Herman Horm.tl informs 
Taylor that 40 per cent. Ls RepubUcan. 
The report from Lnwell. a Democratic 
3ity. furnislies another example. There. 
3242 names were added to the list, and 
80 per cent, are enrolled as RcpubU- 

Tliese same conditions prevail rather 
genera llv, and show that the intensive 
registration work directed by the party 
headquarter?, although accompli-^-hed 
quietlv. was highly eiTective. In the 
face of these figures, it is idle to believe 
that the extensive attention command- 
ed by the recent appearance here ot 
Alfred E Smith has resulted in turning 
Ih" state's 17 electoral votes over to 
Gov. Roo.sevelt, as has been claimed by 
Mayor Curley. , , , 

The first real, tangible evidence ot 
►he force of Smith's appeal for his 
oarty's national ticket probably will be 
available tomorrow ni-ht at the Boston 
Arena where Roo.sevelt will speak from 
the same platform from which Smith 
delivered his whole-hearted plea for 
party harmony. 

If the Arena rally tomorrow night

ceedcd in doing hi.s party a groat .service 
l^erc He undeniably is the greatest 
showman in poliMcs today, bu! it re- 
mains to be determined -.Miether the 
people wiil vote as his admirers cheered. 
THKEK-RINO ( IRC'JS 
La.st Thursdav's Arena rally was a 
three-ring circus. The program was 
altogether too lon<! and Ijoiing as it 
progressed to its climax. The people 
came to .see and hear Smith and. to a 
lesser degree. Gov Ely. but they were 
forced to listen to many harangues that 
made no votes.

so long. It was urged on Chairman 
Joseph A. Maynard of the state com- 
mitter to curtail .U to some extent, but ] 
he was adamant. 

As it turned out, James Roosevelt, the 
son of the presidential candidate, was 
treated rather shabbily. He was invited 
to speak and he prepared an address. 
In fact, accepting the invitation in good 
faith, he distributed copies of a pre- 
pared sprecli to the press and some of 
the New York paoers printed it as If it 
had l>oen given. 

In spite of the advance arrangements 
he was sliut out ol his place, and thai 
ought lo indicate that there is not com- 
plete sincerity behind the reports of 
complete party harmony. He is a popu- 
lar voung man. and an appearance by 
him would have dene much more gocxi 
toward creating ^ .sympathetic senti- 
ment toward his father than the de- 
livery of some of -he second and third- 
class specchc; tha*. were made. 

Smith is rather univcr.sally admired 
for his candor, and in his appearance 
here he once again demonstrated his 
sincerity. It may be recalled that it 
was published in this column some 
montits ago that he had stated pri- 
vately shortly after the Chicago con- 
vention that he never would be found 
in the position of telling his supporters 
that Roo-evelt would make a good Pres- 
ident. 

Now Smith has proved beyond ques- 
tion that his party loyalty is genuine 
and his willingness to go through Icr 
the man who deprived him of a second 
chance to gain the presidency shows 
how great his loyalty is. Nevertheless, 
it is only fair to call attention to the 
fact that Smith has not yet told ids 
supporters that he believes Roosevelt 
would make a good President. 

Smith's frank advocacy of free trade 
will not be of any great assistance to 
the Democrats in the industrial citie.'. 
of this commonwealth. If the shoe and 
leather end textile workers get the im- 
pression that tarifl schedules under 
Democratic admiiiLstratit/n arc not go- 
ing to |)>Mtect their industries, they are 
not likely lo desert the Republican 
ticket in spite of pres.sure. 

The tarilT undeniably is a difficull 
topic to discu.'-s before large city audi- 
ences. In tile indu.atri.nl cenlrci ihc 
workmen kmw the value of ihL', pro- 
tection and it probably would be shrewd 
tactics for tho Republicans to call at- 
tention to this .section ot hLs speech. 

GOVERNOUSmr FIGHT 

The campaign for the governorship is 
probably the most Intense fight all up 
and down the ticket. Gov. Fly .low finds 
him.self pretty much In i-he s«mc posi- 
tion as that in which he had Gov Allen 
t'.'. years ago. In inSf) Ely wait up and 
do'wn tlic state atlaclstng the Alien ad- 



ministration from many angles. AJlen 
l:ad no adequate reply, except a defence, 
because Ely had no record In publlt 
service to be examii\ed. 

This year Ely's record in office hai 
been placed under fire by Lt.-Gov 
■^'oungman and Ely has Iwen defending 
lis administration. The Govemoi 
showed a new side to his campaign tac- 
tics at the Arena rally when he steppec 
c:ut of his defensive role and engager 
in the fiercest attack he has yet fired 
at Youngman. 

The Governor, incidentally, let the 
public in on a secret on that occasion. 
In the section of his speech In which 
he berated Youngman for his activities 
in the council he said he told Young- 
man that "unless he forgot his politics 
ar.d gave his attention to matterc of 
state. I should feel compelled to remove 
him from the Important committees and 
to substitute in his place a member who 
v.ould give them attention."

Tile mayor said he expected from 
4000 to 5000 of the.se medallions will be 
sold in the city departments. 

Speaking at a meeting of Democratic 
wom^en at the Hotel Touraine, Curlry 
pointed out that he and Gov. Ely have 
ixot always been friendly "for sufliclent 
reasons." and added that "I recognize 
that my principal obligation Is to my 
party and my country." 

The mayor combined a prediction 
that Boston will register a record 
Democratic majority of 125.000 with the 
exhortation to the audience to attend 
the Roosevelt rally tonight and to break 
Intx) cheer.", whenever the presidential 
candidate reaches a period in his 
address.

Up to Directors 

Elevated Trustees and City 
Agree on Less Cosily Exten- 
sion for Huntington Ave 

1 A conference held ■with Mayor Curley 
toda.v, at which ^vere present the public 
triiitees of the Boston Elevated RalUvay 
and the members of the Boston Transit 
t^ommission. resulted in an agreement for 
a modKied plan of the Huntington avenue 
Kulnvay, whereby the expenditure for im- 
mediate construction would ije limited to 
'a section from Gainsborougli street to 
Bo.vlston Rtreet, the estiinated cost of 
whi<h would be $4,800,000. 

Thi.s plan wa proposed by the trustees 
and is subject to the approval of the di- 
rectors of the system, who •will be called 
into conference at City Hall, 'Wedi>esday 
morning, Xov. 9, at eleven o'clock. If 
the directors are favorable, the Metro- 
.politan Transit District Council ■will be 
(convened on the folloing day. The mayor 
told his J'^ornm audience later that he is 
extremely hopeful that the plan will go 
through, and that it may be possible to 
have at least 2000 men at ■work by Christ- 
mas. 

' "The cost of the subway under the 
plan contained in the legislative act Is 
apiiroximately $8,7,'>0,000," the Elevated 
trutees stated. "Thus, the initial savings 
in the construction cost bv the modified 
plan would be practically $4,000,000, the 
llnterest charges on which at 4Vs per cent, 
would lie $100,000 per year. If no further 
extension of this subway Is required for 
ten years, the total savings In Interest 
alone would amount to $1,800 000.

Fifteen votes are necessary to provide j 
$20,000 for the conversion of I ho boat 
from a coal to an oil burner. $5000 for j 
dredging tlic approach to ilic dock at 
Long Island aii:i a similar mun .or con- 
verting i'al bunkers into cab'ns.

The plalforni uirangement liarl been 
improved for (lovernor Roosevelt's ap- 
pearance at the Arena last night. The 
high speaking: place which was like a 
pulpit or a Koman chariot tor Al Smith 
had been lowered to within a few feet of 
the floor so that it was possible to see 
everyone on it. The liphtlng had been 
Increased so that the back and sides of 
the hall were not so much in shadow ex- 
cept when a great floodlight cut them off 
entirely from tlie audience sitting at the 
fiont. Governor Kl.%- was speaking when 
the crowd had its first premonition of 
Mr. Roosevelt's arrival. The governor 
stopped and looked around and then re- 
marked that he thought they could sit 
down for a few minutes. The crowd wa.s 
estimated at atiout ten thousand: it was 
obviouslv much smaller than for Smith 
and there were blocks of vacant seats. 

In the glare of the floodlights the cheer- 
ing burst forth when the governor of 
New York appeared.

In a steady stream during the day.' 
Mast of the departments had been com- 
pletely canvassed by noon. 

Resentment against the move — and 
there was plenty of it — was confined to 
private conversations in the hallways 
and coiridors, and had no appreciable 
Influence on ihe collections. Most of 
the workers, Republican as well as 
Democratic, paid. 

The contributions, generally of $1 
each and with a few giving mwe but 
apparently none giving less, brought 
the contributors a c"rtlficate of enrol- 
ment in Shareholders of America, Inc., 
and a Roosevelt-Garner medallion to 
wear on their coats. 

Canvassers were relieved temporarily 
of their regular duties to carry out the 
orders to sell the certificates and me- 
dallions. They were alarmed at the 
prospect of action against them by Re- 
publican leaders for violation of the 
corrupts practics act, .-'nd worried for 
fear that a refu.'snl to .make the de- 
mands would incur the wrath, and pos- 
sible punitive action, of higher city of- 
ficials. They decided to canva.ss. 

The entire City Hall force was seeth- 
ing with suppres.sed excltpm-?nt during 
the day, and the excitement was 
heightened as a story circulated through 
the building that tlie movement repre- 
sented by the Shareholders of America, 
Inc., was launched in Texas and fos- 
tered by the Ku Klux Klan. 

Quandary squarely cnufmnlrd or 
Republican employe of whom $1 to •Id 
the Democratic cause was dfinMiiouu 
He .sought the advice of his lalhcr, who 
Is prominent, in Republican party activ- 
ities.

Beside each 
certificate, the purcha.ser's name was 
entered on a stub. That the stubs gave 
clear proof to any one interested as to 
who p.iid, and who did not, was made 
clear by the canvassers, 

No discrimination between Democrats 
and Republicans was shown by the 
canvassers. They declared that their 
orders were to show no preference, and 
they obeyed orders implicitly. Quite a 
few contributions from Republican-. 
went into the Democratic fund.

For the first time in many years the 
city must pay the commonwealth 
money when the respective trea.surers 
swap checks, The as-sei^sn-ent.s levied 
by Ihc state total $8,890,629. while the 
.state treasurer is holding only $6,338,- 
757 due to the city. 

The customajy levy for state taxes, 
metropolitan district a.ssessmcntvS and 
special levies is $5,665,458.

Boston paused today, to observe Armis- 
tice Day witli a deeper significance tliun 
ever before. Throughout the bushed 
city numerous groups of veterans con- 
ducted memorial exercises, recalling that 
day of days fourteen years ago wlien a, 
war-weary world heard tlie word passed 
nn all fronts to "Cease firing." But 
Armistice Bay, 1932. meant more than 
recollections to Boston. It was truly an 
armistice from the bitterness and excite- 
ment of political elections and affairs; 
from the great depression and its hard- 
ships and even from the week of howl- 
ing wind and rain. Tomorrow there 
would be the depression and election 
]u-olilcnis, even more rain. But today, 
Boston i)auscd we,arily for a moment of 
meditation, under bhie skies, warm sun- 
shine and soft breexes. 

For many today was the Ix-ginning of 
a three-day holiday since tlie depression 
lias closed many factories on .Saturday. 
To some it meant an ouliiig in the coun- 
trv. but to moat it meant more days of 
nothing to do, save today perhaps wlion 
they lined the sidewalks to watch parades 
111 Boston, Melrose. Milton, Quincy, New- 
ton, Marlilohead, Haverhill and .Maiden, 
cr .■'itlended exenisos on ajston Common 
and in many smaller communities. Al- 
though though the trains were on holi- 
day schedules, those who wanted to shop 
found practi.alU all the retail stores open.

Office holders under twelve 
years of Hepubllcan control in Washing- 
ton now are wondering how soon after 
I'resldent-elect Roosevelt is inaugurated 
In March the fruit will begin to drop tor 
the Democrats.- Patronage, with a big 
"P" looms like a huge electric sign on 
the Buy State horizon, and the most at- 
tractive of the fruit is to be plucked 
away from the Republicans in the Ro.'iton 
section of the job garden.

HITS AT PACIFISTS 



In its two-fold character as a solemn 
and stern reminder of the sacrifices of 
the war and as a remembrance of the 
promise of peace brought to a war- 
torn world, the Armistice day celebra- 
tion yesterday in Greato- Boston as- 
'sumed a varied form, with every com- 
munity staginR one or another type of 
patriotic event In honor of the day. 

The various observances took the 
form chiefly of public meetings, parades, 
memorial masses, dedications of memor- 
ials to war dead, and— in the evening- 
grand military balls and other social ' 
events. At 11 o'clock in the morning, 
the anniversary of the .signing of the 
armistice was universally recalled in 
the ob.servance of a minute of silence 
both by those engaged in their daily 
tasks and those assembled at public 
meetings for formal celebration of the 
day. 

Bo.ston's greatest Armistice day pa- 
rade was easily the most thrilling event 
of the day. Memories of the welcome 
home parade of the 26th division in the 
.spring of 1919 were evoked as thousands 
of world war veterans, soldiers, sailors, 
marines, veterans of other wars and 
veterans auxiliaries circled the Com- 
mon, detoured through the downtown 
area and swung up past the State 
House. 

More than 15.000 marched In the 
.seven divisions, which were applauded 
by ot+ier thousands jamming .sidewalks, 
office windows and points of vantage. 
World war veterans from all parts of 
Massachusetts answered the call of the 
American Legion to make the lfl.32 
Armistice day parade the greatest since 
the countiy began ob.'-erving the an- 
niversary of the armistice. 

In addition to the great military 
parade In the afternocn, tlie Boston 
observance included chiefly a memorial 
meeting at the Parkman bandstand on 
Boston Common, under ^^^Pr"l^L]}l 
Greater Boston chapter of ttie Mihtary 
Order of the World War. The meeting 
opened at H o'clock vUh a mmut.e of 
silence followed by taps and a three- 
gun .salute rrnm cannon on the athletic 
field,

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PRE-PJRIMARY FACES 
^ FIR ST TEST I N 1934 

System That Both Parties Favored 

Effective at Once— Politicians 

Already Looking Into Future 



By JOHN D. MERRILL 
The large, affirmative plurality on 
the referendum for the pra-primary 
convention was one of the ln.portant 
features of last Tuesday's eUction. 
In 30 days the act permitting political 
parties to make use of the convention 
will become law, and it is assumed 
that both Republicans and Democrats 
will resort to it in 1934. 

Appaiently there are many who do 
:iot even now understand the pio- 
^ isions of the act. As has been said 
many times, the political parties in 
Ihis State could always have had pre- 
piimary conventions if they had cared 
to call them; the Republicans once 
fet out to do so, H few years ago, liut 
they grew alarmed, and, although the 
convention was held, it took no ac- 
tion. 

I'he salient point about the new law 
is that candidates whom the conven- 
tion nominates, suggests, or proposes, 
will have first place on the ballot and 
may also print on it a statement that 
tliey have been indorsed by the con- 
vention. That privilege is a great 
asset and in most cases it will prob- 
ably lead to nomination in the rcgu- 
l.-ir primary, which will bo held, as 
usual, in the Fall after the conven- 
tion. 



Other Candidates May Run 

But other candidates also may run 
in the regular primary. Thus the vot- 
er."? will still have the opportunity of 
passing on all ot the candidates, and, 
it the convention lias nominatert un- 
worthy or unpopular ones the people 
at large may lejcct them. The action 
of the convention will have weight, 
but it will nfit be final. Tlie voters -.viU 
have the la.'-t determining word. 

It has taken a long time to bring 
about this change in the law, al- 
though moat of the leaders ot the tv/o 
great parties have ad.ocated it. A 
few years ago. when Francis Preacott 
of Grafton was chairman of the Re- 
publican Slate? Ccinmittee, and Charles 
H. McGluc, then of Lynn, was chair- 
man of the Democratic State Commit- 
tee, both .irgucd before legislative com- 
mittees in behalf of the pre-primary 
convention, but they could not con- 
vince a majority ot the IjCgislature to 
vote for it. The members were afraid 
to take a stc|> which might hcom In 
deprive the voters of a privilege they 
had previously had. 

In the referendum campaign, Lev- 
crett Saltonstall, Speaker of the Slate 
House of Representatives, was very 
active and effective In behalf of the

proposed change. He was chairman oi 
the non-partisan committee \\'hich had 
charge of the campaign and he sj)! lie 
several times for his side of the 
case. 

It Helps Party Leaders 

It is highly probable, then, that the 
preprimary convention will be an im- 
portant factor in the nomination of 
candidates in AMassachusetts. It will 
give the party leaders a chance to 
make their influence felt and thus to 
bring about nominations in which dif- 
ferent racial lines will be recognized. 
It must be admitted that Massachu- 
setts Democrats have done well in 
tills i-espect. Althoi?;;h probably at 
Ic-iSt 75 percent, and perhaps more, 
of th6 members of that party are of 
Irish descent, they have rcently 
elected a Govei'nor and a United 
! .Statt^ Senator, who may be described 
[as "old-line Yankees." The Republi- 
i cans have been less successful, al- 
! though the party lenders have tried 
i their best to recognize candidates from 
groups which have not been in the 
i-ountry for many generations. 

The trouble with the Republicans 
is that the Yankees, as they are ordi- 
narily called, have had for a long 
time a majority of the voters in the 
State and have not yet realized that 
conditions have <:hanged. If nothing 
else con\inces them that the.v are no\v 
probably in a minority, a few addi- 
tional defeats" will do so, and then they 
will bo willing to do what their lead- 
ers have urged for a long time, name- 
ly, give nominations for important 
positions to representati\'es of other 
races. If they persist in their present 
course, the Democrat.^; will continue J 
to carry the Slate. ■

Scores of Unemployed, Some 1 

of Them Workers at Polls, [ 

Importune Curley i 



City Hall began today to experience 
the aftermath of the election as it ap- 
plies to the unemployed. From nme 
o'clock, when the doors were opened, 
until late In the afternoon, scores of men 
out of woik. young and old, made their 
way to the second floor with the hope of 
seeing- tlie mayoi". either in tlie interest of 
work or tor money to tide tiieni over a 
tew days. The policemen on duty were 
often unable to keep the corridors clear 
for the normal business of the office. 

Not rnoro than one out ot ten of the 
unemployed callers were a<hnitted to the 
inner office. Groups of live or more men 
were admitted at a time, as the mayor 
was able to .sandwich liiem in between 
calls of department head.s, but the S'reat 
majority went away disKusted at Inablli'.y 
to secure contact. Many of these men 
liad worked for the mayor at tlie polls or 
in the house-to-house distribution of 
cards for registration. \Vhile some ad- 
mitted they iiad btcri paid, the pitt.aiice 
received wiis ho slii^'ht tJiat . they oould 
not exist longer without help. 

Repeatedly, the maj^or's secretaries 
ivcre forced to inform the callers that the 
mayor could not provide work, even 
though Governor Hoosevelt had been 
elected President, and also that he was 
too busy lo talk with cnllera who had no 
other motive than that of C(UiKratulatinK 
him. Those seekinK jobs were told to 
apply at the city's Unemployment Bureau 
on Churcli .street, and it is evident that 
they took the advice, for at one o'clock 
thip afternoon JRii women and from 300 
to 500 men had called at.thl^ office to 
rcBister. 

Today's deluRe at City Hall was signifi- 
cant in view of the precarious financial 
stale which the um-mployment bureau 
sulTer.s. It.- appropriation has run <nit 
and unless tho City Council in today's 
session conies to the re.'^cue thcif.' is drtn- 
K(-r that tlio doors avUI lie closed, and 
with 311,000 applications for work on the 
llsly. Two weeks afco the City Council 
irefu.sed to allow even $5000 of the $15,000 
order for the bureau, but since that time 
niemb(^r8 have been shown what dire con- 
.setiuences mlRht follow closing ■ of the 
doors and there Is reported to be a 
changed nttitude toward tho burpa.u. 

Director John J. Shields, who has thir- 
teen men and women on the ."statT, de- 
clared today that in the three years un- 
cter the present administration 15.000 
jobs have lieen furnished by the bureau. 
Every day lix men and women are scout- 
in»r all over the city for available posi- 
tions, and while there has been more 
success th.in iisu,ll In the last few we"ks. 
Jobs are so scarce tliiit unb' o- 'mall pio- 
por'.lon of the applicants can be helped, 
»vcn tor a day at a time.

The subway was to be built by the

struction would t;iUe three years and 
furnish work for 3000 unemployed. 

It has been understood for some time 
that the directors of the railway 
Jooked upon the project with disfavor, 
because of the present financial con- 
dition of the Boston Elevated Rail- 
way. The acceptance of the act now 
moves along- to the public trustees cf 
the Elevated. 

Mr Rothwell in his statement dis- 
cussing the project pointed out that 
the act "provides that in the event 
of the net earnings of the company 
not being sufhcient to maintain the 
reserve fund .'specified in tlie Public 
Control act of IQIg, no rental shall 
be paid to the city; consequently, the 
interest on bonds to be issued an"i 
provision for sinking fund amounting 
together to approximately J,'50n.000 per 
annum would be asse.^sed on the tax- 
payers of the city of Boston."

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$8,500,000 Subway Plan Killed 
By Vole of Elevated Directors 

Rothwell Says Taxpayers Would Be Charged 
$500,000 Annually for 30 Years— Less Expen- 
sive Project Meets with Favor 



By unanimous vote, the directors of 
the Boston Elevated in a special meet- 
ing yesterday momlng declined to ac- 
cept the legislative act authorizing the 
city ol Boston to construct a subway 
under Huntington avenue, Stuart street 
and Beacon Hill at a cost of $8,500,000. 

Bernard J. Rothwell, chairman of the 
board, declared in a statement L^sut^d 
after the meeting that construction of 
ths subway would cost Boston taxpavers 
$500,000 annually for 30 years. He" as- 
serted that arguments for the project 
as a means of providing work have 
"apparently overeEtin-.ated" the employ- 
ment which could be provided. 

Ths rejection was followed by an as- 
sertion by Mayor Curlcy, advocate of 
the new subway, that "the rejection 
imposes an added burden on the tax- 
payers in relief payments of $1,000,000 
during the next two years." 

Trustees of the Elevated favored an 
extension of the subway from Copley 
square under Huntington avenue to 
GaLnsboro street at an estimated cost 
o: $4,800,000. Instead of the route speci- 
fied in the act which would have taken 
the subway from Huntington and South 
Huntington avenues under Stuart street, 
Columbus avenue, Park square, Boston 
Common, and Beacon Hill to Bowdoin 
square. 

Rothwell made clear in his statement 
that the act was such that the directors 
were faced with the problem ol accept- 
ing th3 entire $8,500,000 plan, or re- 
jeetln'; the act. 

The Elevated toard chairman's state- 
ment, whi-h he said gave only his per- 
sonal viewpoint, follows: 

Th3 Huntington avenue subway 
act i,-, n;)t subject to any modifica- 
tion as to rcule. It had to bj ac- 
cepted as it stnrdi or not at all, 
and the lease executed prior to start 
of construction. 

There is no certainty that the 
Legislature of 1933 would consent 
to any modification of thi^i act 
The Legislature of 1332 considered 
and rejected a plan substantially 
similar to the modified plan that 
has been proposed. 

KSTIMATED COST 

The estimated cost of the sub- 
way spscified in the act was $8 - 
500,000. The act provides that 
this amount may b? increaied by 
any sum which may be agreed up- 
on by the department and the ccm- 
psiny- for the purpose of thi.s act, 
the Boston transit com.mlssion and 
the public trustees. These latter 
now estlmat" the cn:A pt $0 000.000. 

The rental specltled In the act — 
4' J per cent, of the cost of con- 
stwictlon — tcgether with additional 
cost of ciK:ratlon over present cost, 
would amount to over $400,000 pjer 
annum, equal to 4,000,000 additional 
10-cent fares, or an Increase of 
about 37.8 per cent, in the number 
of passengers now riding on Hunt- 
ItiRCon Mtenue lines. 
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There is no presumption that the 
number of passengers on Hunting- 
ton avenue lines would be material- 
ly increased by the construction of 
thl5 subway. The proposed sub- 
way would duplicate, in a large 
measure, the existing subway un- 
der Boston Common and Boylston 
street, as well as Park street sta- 
tion. 

Tt affords no relief to congestion 
and delay of all oth'^r surface traf- 
fic at Mafsachu»etrs and Hunting- 
ton avenues and other intersections, 

steadily increasing and demand- 
ing speedy elimination. 

The desirability of rapid transit 
from outlying districts to and 
through ihe centre of the city, t^ 
well as the necessity for reduction 
of congestion of vehicular traffic at 
various intersections, is manifest; 
but both these ends can be accom- 
plished more effectivelv at much 
less cast by other plans that have 
been sugg.sted and arc feasible, 
which would permit uninterrupted 
movement of all surface traffic on 
both Huntington and Massachusetts 
avenues and at other intersections, 
as well as removal of all tracks re- 
mainina on Boylston street. 

The Incoming Legislature, meet- 
ing within two months, will have 
opportunity to study carefully the 
alternative, much less expensive 
plans. 

The number of Elevated cars 
crossing the Intersection of Hunt- 
ngton and Ma.ssachusctts avcnueji 
In a 1 four directions is approxi- 
mately 150 cars per hour during 
maximum hours, and 80 cars per 
hour during the normal midday 

The total number of vehicles 
other than Elevated cars crossing 
this intersection in all four direc- 
tions, between the hours of 8 A 
M and 6 P. M., as shown bv an 
actual 10-hour count in March, 
1030, averaged 2104 per hour, or 14 
times the maximum number of Ele- 
vated cars. Removal of this con- 
gestion would obviously be of great 
advantage to the general public.

but while in full sympathv with 
such motive and not insens'ible to 
Us importance, it is evident that 
any benefit thus derived would not 
counter-balance the cbjectivcs and 
disadvantages enumerated c- justify 
so large and so unproductive ex- 
penditure. 

Mayor Curley declared, "The rejcc- 
Upn by the directors of the Boston 
Elevated Imposes an added burden upon 
the taxpayers In relief payments of $1 - 
000,000 during the next two years or 
the equivalent of 52 ceflts upon the tax 
rate. It is unfortunate that the di- 
rectors of the road should be a party 
to the rejection of the economically 
sound method of reducing unemploy- 
ment materially— namely, work and 
wages."

PART PAYMENTS 

Although the city C(dlecting depart- 
ment etopped the acceptance of part 
payments some weeks ago. in order to 
prepare for the tax title sale, the 
Mayor has directed City Collector Wil- 
liam M. McMorrow to r-ortinue to ac- 
cept payments of 2'* per cent or more 
up to Dec. 1. 

Previously, the Mayor had appealed 
to the savings and co-operative banks 
to increase the mortgages which they 
held on Boston homes, so that the 
owners could pay last year's taxef;. A 
large number of the banks informed 
the Mayor that they would co-operaie, 
but in cases where the hanks refuse lo 
assist the owners, the city officials 
will sa\"e the propert ies tron: the auc- 
tion block if the owners can raise at 
least R. fourth of tlie year-old awsess- 
(nfnt s, 

Kxplaining bis decision io hold off the 
sale ati a la t ge numtier of liome.^, the 
Ma\ f>r staled : 

"I'nder the law, it lias not t>een cus- 
tomary to receive partial pa\nienls upon 
taxes due and, provi<led Ihe city col- 
lector conformed to prevailing custom, 
it would be necessary to advertise for 
sale not ]p!^ than 50(M> homes upon 
■rthi' li th*^ i-.wf's f'T irt"i have not been 
pa id.
